Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Yemini et al. 
teach an apparatus and method for event correlation and problem reporting. The prior 
art of record does not teach a handling procedure presentation unit to receive some of 
the data of diagnostic material output by the diagnostic material presentation unit and 
selectively input thereto, and to extract, from the diagnostic path storage unit, handling 
procedure data relating to such cause as determined by the data of diagnostic material 
selectively input thereto, and further to output the extracted handling procedure data, 
wherein the data of diagnostic material for respective event data are stored in the 
diagnostic path storage unit according to closeness-of-fit, and wherein the diagnostic 
material presentation unit outputs the extracted data of diagnostic material in order 
according to the closeness-of-fit.
